75,155 bales were received during the 
week, while 109,806 were shipped from 
the entire country.

The United States government, espe- 
cially the navy, is just now making 
rapid strides in wireless telegraphy and 
is destined to lead the worki in the ex- 
tensive use made of this system of com- 
Munication. A series of elaborate ex- 
periments has been in progress recently, 
which has terminated in satisfactory re- 
sults, far surpassing the expectations of 
the experts. Already Nome has been 
put in touch with the rest of our coun- 
try, and a link which win complete’ the 
dream of half a century, that of tele- 
graphically uniting America and Asia, 
by way of Bering strait, is scheduled 
for the near future by some highly san- 
guine persons, who declare that en Arc- 
tic trading company now holding a con- 
cession from the Russian government 
will build an overland telegraph span- 
ning northeastern Siberid, connecting 
with the line extending along the Trans- 
Siberian railway from Vladivostok to 
St. Petersburg. 

In order to meet the increasing de- 
mand for trdined men necessary for duty 
at wireless shore stations and on ships 
already established and shortly to be 
equipped, the United States navy has es- 
an the. most thorough wireless 
schoo] in the world. This, the latest 
department af service instruction, is 
quartered in the second story of the 
bureau of equipment building, Brooklyn 
navy yard. Ldeutenant W. A. Bdgar, 
United States navy, is executive officer 
of the electrical and wireless school.

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DRUGS FOR HEADACHES. 


(From ‘lhe Youth's Companion.) 

It may be said, with ifttle fear of con- 
tradiction from those who know the 
facts, that if a cast iron law forbidding 
the use of any drug whatever in the 
treatment of headache could be enacted 
and enforced there would be much less 
misery for the coming generation than 
there ig for this. 

A sufferer from repeated headaches 
‘who has found a means of relief in 
“headache powders’’ or other even less 
harmful drugs may dispute this asser- 
tion, but the victims of some drug habit 
or the friends’ of one whose heart poi- 
soned by akretanilid or anti-pyrin, has 
suddenly ceased to beat before its time 
wil] look at the matter from another 
point of view entirely. 

VuTing the Spanish war numbers of 
would-be recruits were rejected because 
of a weak heart, and in the epidemie of 
pneumonia which ravaged the country 
last winter an unusual number of deaths 
ocourred from failure of the heart to 
meet the added strain. 

Although various causes have doubt- 
less been at work to weaken the hearts 
of the present generation, there oan be 
no question that one potent influence 
hag been the tndiscriminate use of head- 
ache powders. 

In all cases of habitual] headache re- 
curring periodically a physician must, 
of course, be consulted, thet he may 
find the cause—eye strait, disease of the 
ears, nose, e6tomach or other more dis- 
tant organs—and remove it if possible. 
But the separate attacks of headache 
have to be relieved, if very severe; and 
In these cases it ts better not to resort 
to drugs, uniess the drugs are taken 
under the apecial guidame of a phyai- 
cian. In the congestive headache, mark- 
eid by throbbing, and made worse by 
stooping or lying down, a cold towel or 
an ice bag applied to the head, a hot 
water Dag to the spine, a mustard pias- 
ter to the pack of the neck or to the 
inner side of the thighs, or a hot mustard 
foot bath—one or more—wifl often give 
relief when many drugs fail. 

In the anemic form of headache mark- 
ed by patior, in which the pain is made 
less severe by lying down, massage of 
the lead or the application of warm 
cloths to the head and faice will often 
be found grateful. A threatened Dilious 


| headaane may sometimes be warded 


off 
by a dose of epsom salts, as may other 
headaches due to ‘‘auto-intoxication’’ and 
one due to overuse of the eyes or eye. 
Strain will usually, if taken at the mo- 
ment of the first warning, be arrested or 
mitigated by closing the book and going 
for a waik. .
